| HONGKONG NOT AN ASYLUM FOR 


POLITICAL REFUGEES. 


DR SUN YAT SEN AGAIN'TO THE FORE, 

Dr Sun Yat Sen, whose tribulation great- 
ly excited London some time ago, hna, ne. 
cording to the honorary seerctary. of the 
Friends of China Socicty, again fallen.into 
the hands of official Chinn, |. ‘Lhe doctof has 
been residing at Hongkung, and was 
recently expelled from tho colony by the 
(overnment. Ho says:—‘The Govern. 
mont of the Crown Colony of Hongkong hav 
banished Sun Yat. Sen from thot island, 
and has assumed the right to hand over 
political offenders to’ tho tender merey of 
the Tartar Government ‘of China, This is 
surely foreign to the spirit in which political 
offenders seck refuge in Britain, and as the 

ws of the Crown Colonies are identical 
with British liws oid “Acts it would scum 
that the Hongkung Government has acted 
ancortatitutionally, 

This statement however, needs some cx- | 
phination, and Dr Cantlio haa supplied it, 
When Sun trmvelled to Japan, by America, 
his ultimate (hought was to yo to Formosa. 
Obviously he cuuld not go to China, It 
seems that a mysterious Chinaman dogged 
hiw from Auerica to Japan. Arrived thero 
Sun pliced himself under the protection of 
the Japancss Government. They, sgain, 
delegated a Jap to shadow the myateriou 
Chiuaman, ‘Sun .is now in Yokohama— 
that wos the last news from hit,’ and -ho 
was very well, From that port he wrote to 
the Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong to 
ask if he might go there, and received the 
following reply :— 

“Oct. 4, 1897.—Sir,—In reply to your 
letter, undated, I an directed ‘to inform 
you that this Government hus no intention 
of allowing the British colony of Hongkong 
to bo used as an asylum for persons engag- 
ed in plots and dangerous conspiracies 
against a friendly neighbouring Empire, 
and thut in view of the part taken by you 
in such. transactions, which you euphemis- 
tically term in your lotter ‘ Emancipatin, 
your miserable countrymen from the cruel 
Tartar yoke,’ you will be arrested if you 
land in thin colupy under an ordet of 
Danishmont issued against you in 1896,—
